Every now and then, Cookstown's 
South Simcoe Theatre goes beyond 
the bounds of community theatre, 
and delivers a production that 
achieves a higher level of entertain¬ 
ment. 

SST's production of Neil Simon's 
classic comedy, London Suite, offers 
one of those moments of excep¬ 
tional theatre. 

It's not just that it's nice to have an 
intelligently-written bit of adult the¬ 
atre on stage — with mature situa¬ 
tions and dialogue — especially at a 
time of year when winter's grey, 
grim days can become overwhelm¬ 
ing. 

It's that this production also offers 
some outstanding performances in 
the service of comedy. 

London Suite is a collection of 
four vignettes that share the same 
setting: a suite in a posh London 
hotel. 

Veteran director Candy Pryce has 
drawn great performances from 
Lranlc Kewin as Billy and John 
Gabriel as Brian, in 'Settling 
Accounts', even if Gabriel's Irish 
accent gets a little shaky at times; 
and particularly from Nancy Chap¬ 
pie Smokier and Baron Watson as 
the leads in 'Diana & Sydney'. 

Sally Wente, in her directorial 
debut, delivers a strong segment, 
'Going Home', with superb perform¬ 
ances by Janet Lord Genylc as 
Mother, and Christine Murray as 
Lauren. 

The role reversal that can take 
place after a lengthy widowhood, 
and Mother's hilariously disastrous 
'first date' provided plenty of laugh- 
out-loud moments. 

It was left to novice director Sandy 


Bishop to handle Simon's most slap¬ 
stick segment, 'The Man on The 
Lloor' but there's nothing wrong 
with a little silliness in an evening of 
fun. 

Lunny, extreme, heart-wrenching, 
thought-provoking: Simon's London 
Suite is another winner in South 
Simcoe Theatre's repertoire.

Have you been to Scanlon Creek Con¬ 
servation Area recently? 

If you have, the Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority wants to hear 
from you. 

The LSRCA, Lake Simcoe Conserva¬ 
tion Foundation, and Friends of Scan¬ 
lon Creek have worked hard over the 
past five years on upgrades and 
enhancements at Scanlon Creek, 
located in Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
just north of Bradford. 

The Children's Discovery Play 
Garden has opened and expanded, 
adding a playhouse to the range of nat¬ 
ural activities. An off-leash dog park — 
the Scanlon Creek Bark Park — has 
opened, with access off Yonge Street. 

There has also been work done on the 
the trails and on the restoration of the 


pond to natural habitat. 

But there's more to be done and the 
LSRCA wants to know if Scanlon Creek 
is meeting the needs of its users. 

The LSRCA is hoping to update the 
Scanlon Creek Conservation Area Man¬ 
agement Plan, which was completed in 
2009.

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Elections 
Act gets 
our vote 

O n Tuesday the federal government unveiled the 
Fair Elections Act, proposed legislation that will 
tinker with a handful of election rules. 

It's normally three steps forward, two steps back when 
it comes to such legislation. It's all about how it works in 
the field. 

For starters, the individual campaign contribution limit 
is increasing from $1,200 to $1,500. 

It used to be that federal parties received two bucks 
from the taxpayer for every vote they received. That's 
been phased out. Now it stands at only 50 cents. It will be 
zero by the next election. 

So with this revenue source disappearing, parties are 
losing a lifeline - at least, their taxpayer-funded lifeline. 

But it's a different story if individuals want to throw 
their own cash into the ring. 

Which is why raising the maximum contribution makes 
sense. 

That said, we'd like the Conservatives to go further and 
end the tax deduction on political donations. 

This is from a fundraising page on the main Liberal 
Party website: 

"After a generous year-end tax credit of up to 75%, your 
minimum $10 monthly donation to the Victory Fund will 
cost you as little as $2.50 per month." 

That's quite the sales pitch. 

The way they write it, who wouldn't give to a political 
party? Which is why parties love this credit. 

But why are we foregoing tax revenues for this? 

It's not the government's job to encourage people to 
donate to politics. 

After all, they're not charities. 

Another tweak we're applauding is ending the vouch¬ 
ing system. In the last election, someone could show up 
without valid ID and have someone else sign to vouch for 
them. 

Campaign workers will tell you this is ground zero for 
fraud. 

Voting is a big deal. It matters. Voting should be as easy 
as possible to promote high turnout rates, but is it too 
much to ask for people to show ID? 

Also, the opposition are crying foul that the Act trans¬ 
fers power to investigate wrongdoing from the chief elec¬ 
toral officer to an independent agency. 

They claim the Conservatives are just retaliating 
against the top elections cop, Marc Mayrand. 

But regardless of motives, more independent oversight 
of our elections can only be a good thing.

Senate reform a must 


Canadians want their leaders to come 
forward with practical solutions to our 
problems, and they have been clear that 
the Senate has become one of those 
problems. It is broken and needs to be 
fixed. 

Through extreme patronage and par¬ 
tisanship, the Senate has become an 
institution that poorly serves the inter¬ 
ests of Canadians. 

They are especially disenchanted with 
the antiquated convention that sees Sen¬ 
ators appointed by one person: the 
prime minister. 

The Senate is a public institution. It 
should not continue to be run like the 
PM's private club. 

The Liberal Party has taken immedi¬ 
ate action to address these challenges. 


From now on, our national caucus will 
only include elected Members of Parlia¬ 
ment, not Senators. All of our Senators 
are now completely independent of the 
Liberal Party of Canada Caucus. 

Furthermore, if I earn the privilege of 
serving Canadians as their prime minis¬ 
ter, I will put in place an open, transpar¬ 
ent and public process for appointing 
and confirming Senators. 

This process will be developed with 
experts and will be modelled after other 
non-partisan appointment processes, 
like Supreme Court justices and Order of 
Canada recipients. 

These changes take effect right away, 
without opening up the Constitution. 
They avoid a long, rancorous and likely 
pointless constitutional debate that 


would distract us from solving more 
important problems. 

I am calling on Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper to do the right thing and 
match this action. 

As the majority party in the Senate, he 
could achieve immediate and compre¬ 
hensive change right away if he decided 
to. 

Taken together, these steps represent 
the most significant and concrete actions 
to reform the Senate in its history. 

These proposals are the next step to 
create real, positive change, but they will 
not be our last.

Micro-credit can aid poor 


As tax time approaches and I gather 
the information needed to perform this 
annual civic duty, I’m reminded just how 
complex it is managing finances in a 
modern economy. 

People everywhere struggle with the 
same issues of how to keep track of what 
comes in, what goes out, what was saved 
and what is owed. 

From a young age, most learn this 
responsibility. 

For a long time now, Canada's federal 
government has resisted funding micro- 


credit - tiny loans given to the world's 
poor to help them achieve economic self- 
sufficiency through their own entrepre¬ 
neurship. 

Canada's reluctance has always hinged 
around the notion that the very poor are 
in no position to handle money when 
they are struggling to simply survive. 

So the poor are denied the power and 
responsibility the rest of us take for 
granted in managing our finances. 

But the new face of micro-credit 
involves a system called 'Graduation', 


programs that first stabilize the individ¬ 
ual with basic food, medicine, shelter 
and training on how to manage money. 
Only when the client is shown to be ready 
are micro-loan funds dispersed. 

Success rates with these new 
approaches are over 90%. 

As Canada's concern is now being 
addressed, it's time we began funding 
micro-credit for the world's poorest.

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Cadotte breaks down on stand 


Former doctor recruiter fired 
for defrauding Barrie hospital

With tears in her eyes, the former physician 
recruiter who was fired for defrauding the 
Barrie hospital stood on the witness stand 
earlier this week and insisted she only 
pleaded guilty to get it over with. 

“I knew if I signed the bottom of the piece 
of paper (to a guilty plea), it would all be over 
with,” Christie Cadotte said as she held a 
tissue to her eyes. 

Cadotte, 38, was hired by the Royal Victoria 
Regional Health Centre (RVH) as a physician 
recruiter in 2006. Her job was to attract doc¬ 
tors to Barrie by wining and dining them and 
paying for their airfare to come and tour the 
city. 


She used her own credit card and her 
expenses were approved by any one of RVH's 
six vice-presidents. But in 2011, she was fired 
and escorted to the door after it came to the 
attention of management that she had spent 
thousands of dollars from the recruitment 
budget on hotel stays, airfare and meals at 
high-end restaurants. 

Three days into her trial last April, Cadotte 
suddenly pleaded guilty in a plea deal where 
she agreed to plead to two lesser counts of 
fraud under $5,000 instead of the more seri¬ 
ous charge fraud amounting to $19,000. 

But now she wants to retract her plea - or 
at least part of it. 

Cadotte said she became a “nervous 
wreck” when she learned the one-week trial 
would drag on for several months which 


would be too much emotional stress. 

“I basically had a nervous breakdown,” she 
said. “I started to shake and I was sick to my 
stomach.” 

Court also heard the cost of her extended 
trial could amount to another $50,000 and 
she would have to remortgage her house. 

Cadotte said she became suicidal after her 
plea and is now in the midst of a lengthy 
court hearing to try to get a judge to agree to 
retract it. 

Cadotte testified she never intentionally 
meant to commit fraud and specified that a 
Costco bill and a Rogers bill, as well as restau¬ 
rant expenses, were accidentally submitted. 

“It was an oversight,” she said. “It's hard to 
plead guilty to something you did by a mis¬ 
take or an oversight. I did not with a criminal 
mind intend to defraud the RVH.” 

It was not clear in court whether Cadotte is 
also retracting her plea to other expenses, 
including a plane ticket she purchased for her 
daughter and another for her boyfriend, 
while claiming they were doctors. 

The hearing continues Feb. 14, where it is 
expected that she testify on what part of the 
$19,000 was spent as an accident.

According to South Simcoe Police, the man was doing repairs on the machine at a Dixon Road resi¬ 
dence around 5:30 p.m. when the throttle of the Arctic Cat jammed and the sled travelled down a 
laneway at a high rate of speed with the man onboard and struck a parked pickup truck. Police say the 
man was thrown from the machine and the machine became lodged under the Dodge pickup's front 
bumper. The owner of the pickup was eventually able to turn off the snowmobile engine and assist the 
driver located a short distance away. 

The sled driver was treated at the hospital for his injury. 

Police are still continuing their investigation into this incident.

It entered the intersection and struck a southbound New Holland 
tractor, which was clearing snow, police said. 

The Accord's driver suffered facial injuries and was treated by Simcoe County paramedics at the 
scene. The tractor's driver was not injured. 

A 52-year-old woman is charged with careless driving under the Highway Traffic Act. 

LACK OF INSURANCE LEADS TO HEFTY FINE 

INNISFIL - A woman faces a hefty fine after her husband drove her uninsured SUV on Wednesday, 
with her sitting beside him. 

South Simcoe police patrolling Innisfil Beach Road during the noon hour pulled over a Chevrolet 
Tahoe after an officer did a computer check on it, and determined the SUV was uninsured. 

Police found the registered owner in the passenger seat. 

She is charged with permitting the operation of a vehicle without insurance; if convicted, she faces a 
minimum $5,000 fine. 

In Ontario, all vehicles must be insured for third-party liability for at least $200,000. 

A pink liability insurance card must be in the vehicle whether it is being driven by the owner or 
another driver. 

MAN THREATENED HIS EX-GIRLFRIEND, POLICE SAY 

BRADFORD - A 34-year-old man is being sought by South Simcoe Police after authorities say he 
threatened a woman Wednesday night. 

According to police, the man called a Bradford home and threatened his ex-girlfriend. Officers were 
unable to locate him and have issued a warrant for his arrest. He faces charges of uttering death threats 
and break of undertaking. 

MAN TURNS HIMSELF IN TO POLICE 

INNISFIL - A 31-year-old man turned himself in to police after a woman was assaulted Wednesday 
night at her Innisfil home. 

According to South Simcoe Police, officers were called to a home shortly before 9:30 p.m. regarding 
an assault that occurred earlier in the day. After interviewing the victim, officers contacted the male 
suspect who willingly surrendered himself. He was charged with assault and uttering death threats. The 
Innisfil man goes to court in Bradford on March 13. 

BREAK-IN SUSPECT ARRESTED THANKS TO SOCIAL MEIDA 

INNISFIL - A Barrie man has been arrested for a break-in last month with the help of social media. 
South Simcoe police say the break-in took place during the early morning hours of Jan. 18 at an Inn¬ 
isfil Beach Road business. Police did not identify the business, how it was entered or what was taken. 

But evidence collected there and with the help of social media, police had solid tips which led to the 
arrest of a 29-year-old man. He was charged with breaking and entering, along with mischief. 

The man was later released with a court date. 

VEHICLE REAR-ENDED WHILE STOPPING FOR SCHOOL BUS 

A driver stopped behind a school bus picking up children was rear-ended by another vehicle here 
Tuesday morning. A Pontiac Grand Prix was westbound on Innisfil Beach Road, near Jans Boulevard, at 
about 7:30 a.m. when it stopped for the bus - which was picking up kids at a designated stop. 

But a Jeep Laredo, also westbound, hit the stopped car from behind, say South Simcoe police. 

The Pontiac's driver, a 67-year-old Innisfil man, was taken to hospital with minor injuries. 

The Jeep's driver, a 43-year-old Innisfil woman, is charged with careless driving and driving with 
expired plates. 

Police are reminding drivers to be extra-cautious near school buses, and that drivers must stop for a 
stopped school bus - with its upper alternating red lights flashing - whether approaching it from 
behind or in front. 

Drivers should not advance until the bus lights have stopped flashing. 

CALEDON SLEDDER INJURES LEG 

INNISFIL - A 43-Caledon man suffered a serious leg injury Saturday evening after he was thrown 
from a snowmobile on Lake Simcoe. 

According to South Simcoe police, emergency crews were called to the end of the Line 9 at Lake 
Simcoe around 5:30 p.m. regarding a snowmobile crash. 

Police say the man had been operating a sled westbound down the lake when he struck a snow drift 
and was ejected from the machine. 

At the time of the crash, he was snowmobiling with two other companions, who were on their own 
machines and witnessed the incident. 

The man was taken to shore and then taken by paramedics to the hospital for treatment. 

Police say the man was wearing his helmet at the time of the collision and alcohol was not a factor. 
Members of the South Simcoe police traffic and marine unit are continuing their investigation. 


Pig virus found 
in Simcoe County

A farm in Simcoe County has been con¬ 
firmed to have the province's fifth case of a 
highly contagious pig virus. 

The Ontario Agriculture and Food Ministry 
confirmed the newest case of porcine epi¬ 
demic diarrhea (PED) was found on a 
Simcoe County farm on Friday. 

According to the ministry, PED is not a risk 
to human health or food safety but is usually 
fatal for piglets, while older pigs can recover. 

Because of privacy concerns, ministry offi¬ 
cials did not disclose the location of the 
farm, which is described by Ontario Pork as a 
'nursery finisher' type of farm, an operation 
that has pigs from infancy to market-ready. 

Pigs of specific ages are raised together and 
moved to different barns and/or a different 
farm altogether as they get older. 

After circulating widely in Europe and 
Asia, the virus was first seen in the United 
States in April 2013 and is now known to be 
in more than 20 states. 

Canada's first case was identified on Jan. 

22 in Middlesex County, in the London area. 

Since then, cases at two Chatham-Kent 
farms and one at a Norfolk farm have been 
confirmed. 

The latest confirmation of PED comes just 
days after the federal government 
announced it will issue permits to authorize 
veterinarians to import a new PED vaccine 
from the U.S. 

Though still in preliminary testing, pigs 
vaccinated with PED have developed anti¬ 
bodies against the virus. 

The federal and provincial governments 
are also creating a special biosecurity fund¬ 
ing stream under the Growing Forward 2 
program for businesses in the swine industry 
to address challenges related to PED. The 
program gives producers, truckers, abattoirs, 
assembly facilities and rendering service 
providers access to the funds to enhance 
their biosecurity. 

Details about applying for funding were to 
be announced Monday afternoon. Visit 
www.omafra.gov.on.ca and follow the links 
for details. 

Ministry of agriculture spokesman Mark 
Cripps said on Monday that individual farms 
have not been quarantined at this time. 

"Our goal is to mitigate the spread of the 
virus throughout the supply chain in a col¬ 
laborative fashion, with all our stakeholders," 
he said. 

"We continue to work closely with affected 
producers and their herd veterinarians to 
ensure they have the resources they need for 
managing their animals during this time." 

Given the hardy, virulent nature of PED, it 
is not unexpected to find it present in various 
locations, and more cases may be identified 
in the coming weeks, Cripps he added. 

"The experience in the U.S. has demon¬ 
strated that," Cripps said. "It is critical that all 
those in the industry - producers, trans¬ 
porters, suppliers - work together and

increase vigilance with biosecurity measures. 
On-farm biosecurity can keep PED out of 
(their) barns. Herd veterinarians can help 
with biosecurity advice." 

Ontario Pork spokeswoman Mary Jane 
Quinn said support from governments has 
been encouraging. 

"The measures that the governments have 
taken have been immediate, which is exactly 
what is needed when a virus like this is 
spreading so quickly," she said. 

Ontario Pork has been working "lock step" 
with the Ministry of Agriculture and Food for 
months, even before the virus hit Ontario, 
Quinn said, adding that increasing biosecu¬ 
rity measures — cleaning and disinfection — 
will be vital to halt the spread of PED. 

In Canada, Quinn said officials estimate a 
$45-million impact to the industry. 

"We know that this virus is particularly vir¬ 
ulent and has the potential to re-infect the 
same farms. It spreads very easily. Anything 
that can be contaminated with manure — 
such as clothing, footwear, trucks and equip¬ 
ment — are easy carriers. 

"Without a proven vaccine at this point it 
makes it very difficult to stop it from spread¬ 
ing. And from a farmer standpoint, it is heart 
breaking because they have to watch their 
piglets dying and there is nothing they can 
do."

Apartment plan moving forward

Innisfil council decided Wednesday night 
to negotiate with Abandel Group, rather than 
talcing an adversarial approach that would 
lead to a full hearing at the Ontario Municipal 
Board. 

The decision will open the door to the 
development of a seven-storey apartment or 
condominium building on 1.13 acres of land 
using an easement over conservation lands 
and Goshen Road, a narrow residential road 
that ends in a cul-de-sac. 

The decision to negotiate was made after 
the presentation of a staff report by manager 
of land development Tim Cane, and opposi¬ 
tion from residents, in open forum. 

The property in question is described as 
1124, 1130 and 1136 Innisfil Beach Rd., but 
the 1.13 acre block has no direct frontage on 
Innisfil Beach Road. In 2011, the developer 
pursued rezoning of the southern portion of 
the lands, with direct frontage on the main 
street, to 'commercial' and when the town 
rezoned properties along Innisfil Beach Road 
as 'mixed use 2' (MU2), the developer asked 
to be 'grandfathered' to avoid a ban on addi¬ 
tional drive-throughs. At the time, the north¬ 
ern block was zoned 'future development'. 

Now, Abandel Group has taken the town to 
the OMB, seeking to have the 1.13 acres 
included in the MU2 zone, which would 
permit the seven-storey residential building 
on the land. And while initial plans showed 
access to Innisfil Beach Road through the 
commercial lands, the new plans seek to con¬ 
struct a driveway on an easement that will 
connect to Goshen Road. 

In open forum, Sue and Rob fende raised 
concerns that plans to construct the tall 
apartment building with underground park¬ 
ing will interfere with the water table and 
with the private wells of residents, who are 
not on town services. 

They were also worried about the heavier 
traffic on a road that connects to a park, used 
by children and the Innisfil Soccer Club. 

"We purchased (our home) because of the 
court, the mature trees, the protected green 
space," council was told. "We do not want this 
seven-storey apartment on Goshen Road. 
What do we do to stop it?" 

"Why are we in such a hurry to allow a 
driveway in a stormwater management area?" 
demanded Diane Sykes, noting that the ease¬ 
ment would expose environmentally-sensi- 
tive lands to contaminants, including road 
salt, sand, pavement deterioration, oil and 
brake fluid. "It's setting a dangerous prece¬ 
dent." 

It was a comment echoed by Stan Daurio in 
a delegation. 

Daurio, who has registered as a candidate 
for council in the 2014 municipal election, 
argued that to endorse the principles con¬ 
tained in the staff report was to "prejudice 
outcomes at the statutory public meeting," 
that will be held as part of the development 
process. He urged the town to insist that the 
developer create an internal road, either on 
Abandel property to the south or through co¬ 


operation with other commercially-zoned 
properties to the east, instead of using 
Goshen. 

"An easement to cross environmentally- 
sensitive lands for commercial (benefit) sets 
a dangerous precedent," he said, calling for 
the decision to be deferred. 

But Cane supported the use of Goshen, 
since it allows the developer to site the seven- 
storey residential building closer to the east 
boundary of the property, away from the 
backyards of existing homes on Ashley Court. 

In his report, Cane also noted that using 
Goshen would reduce potential conflicts with 
the commercial uses on the southern com¬ 
mercial lands, direct traffic to Adullam and 
the traffic lights at Innisfil Beach Road, and 
improve the 'visual address' for new residents 
of the apartment/condo, assisting the mar¬ 
keting of the project. 

He pointed out that the Alcona area is 
slated for development and intensification. 

The mixed use zone was always intended 
to support buildings up to seven storeys tall 
and properties on the south side of Goshen 
are already zoned for commercial use, he 
said. 

An environmental impact study has sug¬ 
gested there will be minimal impact on adja¬ 
cent environmental protection lands, a find¬ 
ing conditionally approved by the Lake 
Simcoe Region Conservation Authority, Cane 
added. 

He did suggest the town ask for a conces¬ 
sion from the developer: Abandel will be 


asked to pay for a paved shoulder "in lieu of a 
sidewalk" along Goshen and Adullam Drive 
to improve pedestrian safety. 

Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson questioned 
the recommendation. 

"Development should pay for develop¬ 
ment," he said, suggesting that Abandel and 
other commercial properties should pay for 
sidewalks, or use Innisfil Beach Road. 

"This is changing that whole neighbour¬ 
hood." 

Cane replied that the paved shoulder "was 
a more reasonable request, given the length 
of the connection. Quite an expensive 
process, I'm guessing." 

Coun. Lynn Dollin had questions about the 
delay in submitting the soils and hydrogeo¬ 
logical studies for the site which will deter¬ 
mine whether or not underground parking is 
feasible. 

"If they can't do the underground parking, 
what does that do to the project?" she asked. 

"That building would have to get smaller," 
replied Cane. 

Mayor Barb Baguley wanted to know who 
would own the easement over the conserva¬ 
tion lands. 

"We would maintain simple ownership," 
said Cane, adding that the town was still look¬ 
ing at whether to charge a one-time fee or 
annual fees for use of the easement. His 
report recommends that all costs associated 
with granting the easement, constructing the 
driveway and pedestrian walkway be paid by 
the developer. 


"What we've done by considering this 
option is increase the value of this property," 
the mayor said. 

There were questions regarding the validity 
of the traffic study, and the lack of informa¬ 
tion on potential impact on wells. 

There also were concerns among council¬ 
lors when Cane disclosed that although the 
developer showed a setback for the seven- 
storey building of over 30 metres at the fan. 
28 open house, he was now asking that the 
setback be reduced, to only 22 to 25 metres. 

"They presented something that was 30 
metres plus," said Councillor Doug 
Lougheed, urging that the developer be held 
to the concept plan presented to the public. 

"I don't want to see this watered down," 
agreed Coun. Ken Simpson. 

But council was unanimous in approving 
Cane's recommendations, including drive¬ 
way access to Goshen. 

"This isn't something new," said Coun. Rod 
Boynton, pointing out that "the writing was 
on the wall 10, 12, 15 years ago," that com¬ 
mercial development was coming, although, 
he said, "I feel for people who moved here 
not aware that they abut up to commercial 
(zoning)." 

The town has a teleconference with the 
OMB on Feb. 12 and will present the draft 
minutes of settlement, avoiding a lengthy 
hearing and legal costs. 

If the rezoning is approved, further details 
will be worked out through the site plan con¬ 
trol process.

Two men hurt in crash

INNISFIL — Two Innisfil men were injured 
after their vehicles collided early Tuesday 
morning on Innisfil Beach Road, just east of 
10 Sideroad. 

According to South Simcoe police, a Ford 
Ranger pickup truck was eastbound shortly 
before 5 a.m. when it apparently struck the 
shoulder and went out of control, crossing 
the centre line into the path of a westbound 
cargo van. 

The 49-year-old driver of the pickup was 
taken to Royal Victoria Regional Health 
Centre in Barrie with serious injuries and 
later transferred to a trauma centre in 
Toronto. 

The driver of the van, a 39-year-old Innisfil 
man, suffered non-life-threatening injuries. 

Innisfil Beach Road between the 10th and 
Yonge Street was closed until 11 a.m. as 
reconstructionists with the South Simcoe 
Police investigated. 

Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson said this year's 
winter storms have led to a higher than usual 
number of collisions on South Simcoe roads. 

"A lot of these are single vehicle, into a 
ditch or pole," Wilson said. "A lot of these are 
rear-end collisions when the following driver 
hasn't compensated for road conditions and 
ice, and slides into the rear of the vehicle 
ahead." 

He said drivers sometimes panic when 
they hit ice or slush. 

During the month of January, South 
Simcoe police investigated 139 property 
damage collisions, 11 collisions involving 
personal injuries, and one fatality involving a 
pedestrian walking in the roadway, who was 
struck by a vehicle. 

In January 2013, police investigated 103 
property damage collisions, six involving 
personal injuries, and no fatalities.

Medical pot rules probed New 0PP Central boss 


(QMI) - With the rules on medical mari¬ 
juana set to change this July, Innisfil Council¬ 
lor Lynn Dollin presented a Notice of Motion 
in the Jan. 22 meeting of council, advising 
that she will be asking for a staff report on the 
appropriate Zoning for a medical marijuana 
facility. 

She insisted that in no way was she pro¬ 
moting medical marijuana operations; 
"Simply, a strong offence is a good defence." 

Since facilities licensed to grow medical 
marijuana will be regulated federally, Dollin 
said that it is only through zoning that the 
Town can have some control over the loca¬ 
tion of the grow ops, and identify suitable 


areas in town, such as Industrial zones. She 
urged the town to "get out in front of it," and 
have the regulations in place before location 
becomes an issue. 

"Niagara-on-the-Lake did get an applica¬ 
tion, Essa did get an application... It is in our 
municipality. It is starting to take root," Dollin 
said. 

Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson suggested, 
"The Town already has two of these opera¬ 
tions up and running." He pointed out that "it 
does generate money," and said that if the 
opportunity to host a medical marijuana 
grow operation arises, "I think we should 
seize it."

(NC)—Consumers in Ontario 
will soon be able to rest assured 
that their rights against door-to- 
door water rental salespeople are 
better protected. 

The Stronger Protection for 
Ontario Consumers Act, which 
passed at the end of 2013 (but is 
not currently in effect), combats 
aggressive door-to-door sales by 
providing new rules to curb mis¬ 
leading sales practices. 

The new legislation doubles 
the existing 10-day cooling-off 
period to 20 days; bans the deliv¬ 
ery and installation of water heat¬ 
ers during the new 20-day cool¬ 
ing-off period; provides new con¬ 
sumer protection when the rules 


are not followed, such as requir¬ 
ing the supplier to reimburse the 
customer for all cancellation, 
return or removal fees; and gives 
enhanced authority to make reg¬ 
ulations governing supplier con¬ 
duct and agreement content. This 
includes a requirement that com¬ 
panies confirm sales by making 
scripted and recorded verification 
calls to the customer. 

“This is a great step forward in 
enhancing consumer protection 
rights against misleading door-to- 
door water heater sales," says John 
Macdonald, the CEO of EnerCare 
Inc., a leading provider of energy 
efficient products. “Consumers 
should take the time to review 


any proposed contract and learn 
about the provider before signing 
anything at the door. Always ask if 
this contract is too good to be true 
and whether this company will be 
around in a few years if a problem 
arises with their water heater."
